recommendations of the Commission, we 
find that it is only where the Heads of 
Departments, themselves, have bean 
willing and ready to bring forward sug- 
gestions for reducing their ataff and 
offecting other economies that the Com- 
misaion. haa nccomplished anything 
satisfactory. It is only in cases where 
men of acknowledged anergy and abilit 

—men who do not ragard their official 
positions as made for their personal 
convenience so much as for the. benefit 
of the Colony and the community and 
the publio weal gonerally*-are at the 
head of Departments that really radical 
changes are recommended. Sir Georgs 
O’Brien, whose personal ability ond 
energy wa have always acknowledged 


quently with regard to his public 
utterances, showed as good example 
by reducing the staff of his. office; 
and the two other Departments whera 
there was the greatest desire to carry 
out edonomies—the Lagal Depart- 
ments and the Police Department— 
contribute nearly a half of the entire 
saving’ proposed by ‘the Commission. 
This may have oceurred from mere ac- 
cident of cireumetence, and because 
these Departments lent themsalves more 
readily to the pruning knife. But, for 
our own part, we attribute the success 
of the Commission in these Departments 
to the wholehearted readiness with which 
they. were -assisted by Sir Fielding 
Clarke, Mr EB.

The steamer there 
chanoed to strike nota rock, but a big whale 
some 60 feet. in length, cutting the misguid~ 
ed mawmel completely in twain. he 
Pieces stuck to the bow of the vessel, whiob 
had to be backed to allow them to face. off 
mod sick to the bottom. This oscurrence 
created intenes excitement and a good deal 
of blued, the outcome of the whale’s wounded 
feelings, The cargo of the impress of 
Japan this trip is notable from the fact that] 
it ia the largest ever brought over from the 
Grient by any of the sister ships since they 
commenced running. Hut despite this cir- 
cumatanos, her unloading will be completed 
in 46 houra, or a very little longer time than 
an average freight, since the work is being 
doue with great rapidity.” Her cargo moatly 
consists of Chinese tea with oc Japanese tea, 
the latter being noarly always chipped in 
sailing vessels, There are 3,000 bags of 
rice and 4,500 of Chinese sugar, half of 
which is for Vancoaver. The shipment of 
this sugar direct to Vancouver is a somewhat 
new doparture.

GREAT NAVAL BATTLE. 
Suanouar, Sept. 19.

Tha Chi Yuen was sunk, the King 
Yuen burnt, the Fang-wei and Chao-yung 
ashore and sbandoned, and partly 
borat. The Chiness loss in billed and 
wounded was cousiderable, aud included 
Admiral Ting and Major von Honnckon. 
Three Japaneee ships were sunk.

The Japanese warships aunk in the naval 
engagement at the mouth. of the Yalukiane 
j (river) were four in number, iustead of 
three.

The annul issue of Works, printed for 
the. English Diulect Society comprison a 
Yooabatary uf the anciout tongae of Wilt. 
shire, and purtions of two lista of peculiar 
Surrey ond Northumborland folk words, 
All three are good, and, in common with 
the Sceiety’s former publications, none of 
them is withaut philulogical interest, 
though, naturally, this is more local thon 
general. Unlike a literary language, it is 
difficult, indeed almost impossible, for any 
ono not bred in the district whero it is 
apcken to theroughly master the nicaties of 
adialect, This is largely due to the com- 
poratively small number of words in a 
form of spvoch which has not for ages 
borcowed or incorporated any new ex- 
pressions.
